An.v man who ha.s been at 
college more than a few months will, ho tells you, understjiiid 
how to cover the toi> of the table with blankets* so that neither 
the clink of the chips and coins, nor the merry click of the beer 
steins and whiskey bottles will disttu'b that impressive Sabbath

THE HISTORICAL CLUB HEARS i 
TWO ADDRESSES. i 

(f'nnflnued from I'age 1) ! 
U.C. Is the most probable one. A 
small group of daring Megagrlans. led 
by the bold enterpriser V.y/.nA. found- 
ed the city upoTi the h.-;n fxtif.m- 
Ity of the fi'..;i<lit..-us ii ; ,. > .o.ni. 
or Earopean side. This tspltn.ild g:i> 
cava It cmplate cmtrol over the 



Kuropean grain trade; the absence of 
tides and the depth ot its harbors, 
rendered its quays accessible to large 
vessels of large burden. The great- 
est hindrance of the city's prosper- 
ity has been the miscellaneous char- 
acter of Us population, partly Lace- 
demonian and partly Athenian, nnd 
this made the city a subject of dis- 
pute. f<ir We find that it was alter- 
nately in the possessicm of the .\tben- 
laiis or the I.acedemoni;ns, till it foil 
into the hands of the .Macedinilnns. 

After the decay of the Macedonian 
power, Hy/.antine regained Its inde- 
pendence, withstood the Gauls, enter- 
ed Into an alliance with the Honiuns, 
and rendered considerable assistance 
to them In their contest with Ph;ilp 
II., Antlochua and Mtthradates, Hav- 
ing sought the arbitration of the Im- 
perial City on some of its domestic 
affairs, it was subjected to the Ho- 
man Jurisdiction, and from a confeil- 
edute city it was gradually stripped 
of Its privileges until it was reditced 
lo tlic >-;;itiis of an .inlinary (olony. 
I The speaker trac ed the history of the 
city ilurini; the reign of Vespasian, 
Septimus Sevi Ills. It was the Hyzan- 
tiuin as rebuilt by Severus, that 
Constantino determined to rcfound on 
a far more splendid basis. 

The creation of a new capital by 
Constantine was not an act of Indi- 
vidual caprice or judgment. The 
urgbig question of the day was how- 
to repel the persistent assaults ' ' 
''erslnna tnid the other Asiatic bar- 
barians. No position 'vn.s bell, r for 
this than that of Constantinople. In 
l.ii iiiui-, the sole remain. ng rival 
of Conslanlliie, after Ills defeat in a 
great battle near Adrianople, took re- 
I'uge in Ilyzantiinn, and the town 
iignin beiame the .scene of a contest 
inemornble In history, not for the 
magnitude of the siege, but U>v the 
lmn"''fnnee of the events which it 
inaugurated. Liclnlus soon yielded, 
una a new era dawned for Uyzanlinm, 
an era the echo of which Is still 
lingering in the hearts of one nntlnn, 
of which nation the national history 
and legend have been associated with 
the Kternal City of the Itosphnrus 
since 6."7 U.C. The speaker referr- 
ed to the many interesting legends 
connected with Constantine'.-i choos 
ing of the seat of his Kmplrc. in the 
Kasi . 

Wlien Constanllne chose Uyzatititini 
he- g.-iinc'd many tidliercnls iliiringthe 
'lush of early Chri.stian entliusiasm. 
Constantine realized that the pol'ti- 
cal alliance with the new Church 
could best be maintained and used 
to advantage in a totally new at- 
mosphere. Mr. Tsolalnos was able 
to give excellent descriptions of the 
environs of the great city. Inasmuch 
as he personally has had many op- 
portunities to vis't this region. As 
the seat of eastern Christendom 
Constantinople has exercised a last 
Ing Influence over th.. peoples of the 
.\i-ar lliisi. flirl llanily did find 
'n ('i.n«ianiinopie its capital, and In 
its i:ini)ercir ati ardent and impetuous 
cliatiipion . 

In respect to influence over the 
course of human affairs. Its rivals 
are Athens, Rome and Jerusalem. Ko 
man T.<aw, Oreek Literature and the 
theology of the Christian Church are 
Intimately associated with Constanti- 
nople. The grandeur of new Rome 
soon outdistanced that of the old 
and the policy which Constantine 
inlilaliil was so successful that the 
Homan Kmidre ceased to be Roman 
a century after his death.

flECEIVEDJM FRONT 

Lieut. D. Stuart Forbes Sends 
Steel Helmet to H. Orlms- 
dale. 



Mr. II. tirimsdale, Janitor of the 
.Mac ildiiald |.:nRineerinK liullding, has 
reieived a trophy from the front Hue 
trenches in France!, It is in the 
shapes i:f u French helmet, one of the 
steel type, which was introduced in 
this war by the French,, and was 
sent to Mr. Grimsdale by Lieut. 
Stuart Forbes, Architecture '16. 

Lieut. Forbos went overseas In 
the spring of litl.'i with the First Uni- 
versity Company, coniinanded by 
Captain GrcRor Hanlay. After tak- 
ing a course in machine Run drIllliiR 
and operation he was made a ser- 
(îciint with the macliine gun section 
of the First Tniversity Company. 
Lieut. Forbes has done nuiKnlficent 
work with the mac-hine nun section, 
and It was he who inlrodiiciMl a new 
leiescopic' Higbt for a Miachinu ftiin, 
and word has reached the University 
that he will be handsomely, reward- 
ed for his discovery by the British 
War Office , 

The helmet is made of steel 
throughout, but it is of a surprisingly 
thin nature, this being due to the 
fact that the helmet is only as a 
measure of safety against flying 
splinters, and fragments of bursting 
siiells. Two holes about one and a 
liiilf inches in ciiamefer are located 
in the crown of the helmet. showlnR 
that in all probability tlii> lielinel was 
worn by wlint is now a dead Frenc h 
soldier. The helmet appears to be of 
pressed steel, anci it bus an extra 
ridKe running up the centre from the 
front to tile back.

SOLDIER." 

The announcement In the Dally of 
Wednesday, of the appointment of Dr. 
W. W. Chlpiimn as Medical Inspector 
of Convalescent Hospitals, to assist 
the Medical Superintendent, is ac- 
companied by an account of the ac- 
commodation now provided by the 
Military Hospitals' Commission for 
returnecl wounded soldiers.

Vory t omplicated cheml- 1 
l al aetioii.s lake place in the furnace. 
However, the final result is molten 
metal at the bottom of the furnace, a { 
molten slag above it, and a gas, which ■ 
carbon monoxide, whirli is often used 
in .mas engines to run the air enjii- 
presKor.';. '1 he inolien iiiclal Is lappinl 
at interval.s and run Inlo "pigs," 
forming what Is commonly termed I 
pig iron. 

This pig Iron will eoiilain aoout 92 
per cent, of iron, ;ti,ij to 4 per ceiil. i 
of carbon, and various percentage.s 
of manganese, arsenic, copper, sill- 1 
con, etc. 

All steel, no matter what kind, is | 
manufactured from pig iron, by pass- 
ing it through various processes. The 
commonest types of steel are ceinen- ' 
tation steel, crucible steel, licsHe- 
mer Htoel. open heardi steel and 
electrie .iteel. .Mr. Dauncey then took ' 
up the nianufai'ture of these steels in 
order: 

t'enienlation steel is made from 
wrought iron, together wltii carbon.' 
Wrouglit Iron, whii h is really a very ' 
pure form of Iron, is parked in metal' 
cases, in close contaot witli pure ear- 1 
boil. It is heated to a high teniijera 
ture, and kept there for some time, ' 
depending on the carbon content de- 
sired In the steel. This is a very old 
process, and was one of the earliest 
forms of making steel, but has be- 
come somewhat obsolete now, from 
an eionomical standpoint. 

Crucible steel is made in » clay 
pot which contains about JO per cent. 
i;raphite. The iron, togellier with a 
eertain amount of carbon, is phx ed 
In the pot and sealed.^ The wlioli' 
is lieaterl niiiil llie llletâl is liiullen. 
BivinK the carbon a ehame to lliiilet 
with the iron. The finest of tiiol 
steel Ik produc(>d hy this means. It 
has the objection of produeinK steel 
In very small i|uaniitieH, and Is 
therefore an expensive process. 

Bessemer steel Is produced in the 
Bessemer converter, Invented by Sir 
Henry Bessemer. The melted pig 
Iron Is poured Into the converter, and 
air at a high pressure is blown 
through It, combining with the im- 
purities on Its way. The finished 
pniilui i of the converter 1» really a 
pure iron, anil to this must he adiled 
the various amounlH of carbon, nian- 
uaiii'se, etc, reiiuiri'd to nive a steel 
of the necessary slrenRth. This typi> 
of furnaie, when oriplnally devehip- 
ed by Uesseinur, was an ucld process, 
but it la now used as a basic process 
also. 

Open hearth steel. The process of 
manufacture of this steel was 'Invent- 
ed by Sir William Siemens. The 
open hearth furnace is a regenera- 
tive type furnace, usually oil fired, 
rornierly gas was used, but it was 
found that most gases contained too 
many impurities, which tendeil to un- 
ite with the inoiien metal of the fur- 
nace. Tliere are tliree disiiiiet 
stapes in the open heart il process. 
Tliees are: I. Melting; ", OriUR iir 
boll; I(e-carl)onizlii);. The whole 
process takes from five to seven 
hours, depending on tlle size of llie 
pour. This process, like the lles.^e- 
nier proiess, was also an aciil type 
In Its early development, but is now 
used as a basic type, also with results 
even superior to the acid type. Steel 
produced In the electric furnace is as 
yet produced in more or less small 
quantities. This is due to at pres- 
ent Its priihlhiilve cost. It Is an ideal 
refininK process, and there Is no 
douhl bill that it will reach a high 
stage ol ilevelopiiieni in the future.
